The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington.— O ne thing the senate in ­ 
vestigating subc om m ittee is likely to avoid 
in its probe of Messrs. V augha n and M a ra - 
gon w hich opens today is th e p art they 
m a y h a v e pla yed in influencing the T r u ­ 
m a n doctrine for Greece. 
It seems inconceivable that an ex -G re e k 
federal narcotics agent from Kansas City 
should h a v e had anything to do w ith U. S. 
foreign relations. Yet it happe ns that m e m ­ 
bers of th e G re ek em bassy in Washington 
are now as jittery as sunflowers in a K a n ­ 
sas cyclone for fea r their relations 
with 
J o h n M a ra g o n will be probed by th e senate. 
E v ery adm inistration has its hangers-on, 
w ho love to bask In th e limelight of the 
White House. But no administration since 
W a rre n H ard in g 's day has had the benefit 
of such a w e ird and appa rently influential 
chara cter as G eneral V a u g h a n ’s so-called 
“G re ek adviser,” J o h n Maragon. 


IV!A RAG O N’S RECORD 


District of Columbia police records show 
that M aragon once pled guilty of t ra n s p o rt­ 
ing liquor (7/1 7 /2 0 ), w as three times a r ­ 
rested for disorderly conduct bu t 
never 
prosecuted, and once got into a b raw l in the 
locker room of th e Washington 
Senators 
w h e re some of th e ball players th reatened 
to beat h im up. 
M aragon also got into a fist fight with 
Don Watson, chief of the state d epartm ent's 
tr ansportation section at th e United N a ­ 
tions convention at 
San 
Francisco; 
w as 
fired by th e B altimore and Ohio railroad; 
got into a street scuffle with 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Win. L. Lee in Rome, Italy: was found to 
be distributing anti-semitic literature at the 
D emocratic convention in Philadelphia last 
year; and w as questioned in th e death of 
Police Detective A r t h u r Scriviner in 192G, 
one of W a sh in g to n ’s most mysterious h o m i­ 
cide cases. M ara g o n established an alibi 
and la ter m a rr ie d the girl w h o m Scriviner 
w as scheduled to m a rr y one day after his 
death. ’ 
Yet, 
on 
top 
of all this, t h e amazing 
M aragon t u r n e d u p at th e W hite House 
30 m inutes after President Roosevelt died 
to console P resident T ru m a n , accompanied 
the Roosevelt funeral train to H yde Park; 
showed u p at the Stalin-C hurchill confer­ 
ence in P otsdam , w as the p roud possessor 
of a W hite House pass, flabbergasted fbi' 
adm irals by accom panying T r u m a n on the 
presidential destroye r during the Navy Day 
fleet re v ie w in N ew York, sat next to the 
I president’s bov w ith G eneral Vaughan d u r - 
j ing the A r m y - N a v y game, and even had a 
private co m p artm e n t on th e special train 
that carried th e president to th e game. 
M a ra g o n ’s influence w ith his old friend, 
H a rry T ru m a n , has been on th e w an e since 
first exposed in this column tw o years ago. 
But his influence with H a r ry V au g h a n a p ­ 
pears just as strong as ever. W h e n M ara - 
gan w a n ts to see the presid e n t’s military 
aide, h e goes to the east w ing of the White 
House, tells the guard that V aughan w ants 
him, and usually gets in. 


TRUM AN DOCTRINE IN GREECE 


M a ra g o n ’s influence was n ea r its zenith 
in th e w in te r of 1917 w hen the famous T r u ­ 
m a n doctrine for aid to Greece was f o rm ­ 
ulated. 
That the am azin g Maragon directly i n ­ 
spired G re ek policy is doubtful. That he 
and V au g h a n influenced it indirectly is 
m ore th a n probable. 
Tile T r u m a n doctrine for Greece, it will 
be recalled, w as announced in March, 1947, 
shortly after J im m ie B y rn es 
retired 
a? 
secretary of state. One of th e things Gen. 
V au g h an constantly needled T ru m a n about 
was th a t Byrnes was too m uch his own 
boss, that people talked of 
the 
“Byrnes 
p o l i c j ,” not th e “T r u m a n policy,” and that 
T r u m a n should get m o re credit for d irect­ 
ing foreign affairs. 
This w as one reason 
there w as so m u c h em phasis on calling the 
new m ove in Greece the “ T ru m a n doctrine” 
at the time it w as announced. 
T hat 
doctrine, 
which has now cost us 
$1,000,000,009 plus, was precipitated when 
the British notified us they w ere 
pulling 
out of Greece. But the m a n n e r in which 
the doctrine favored certain G reek political 
factions has been influenced b y tw o Greek 
callers w h o m M aragon steered to the White 
House— A rchbishop Athenagoras and Rev. 
T h o m as Daniel of the 
Greek 
Orthodox 
church. 


TRUM AN’S GREEK CALLER 


Ju st w h y Rev. Daniel should be admitted 
to tho White House at all is hard to u n d e r ­ 
stand. 
Obviously 
a 
very close “ friend” 
of flu president arran g e d the appointment, 
and obviously also "frien d ” Vaughan did 
not go to any pains to scrutinize Daniel’s 
record. 
For in 1910 Rev. Daniel was found to 
h av e com m itted ad ultery in the divorce suit 
of Christie and Marietta H e n s 
of 
New 
H aven, Conn. 
(Superio r court of New 
Haven, J u l y 27. 1917, 
J u d g e Donald T. 
W a rn er presiding). 
In 1922 Daniel was charged with grand 
larceny in the theft of jewels and clothing 
valued at $650 at Atlantic City, N. J., but 
w as dismissed for lack of evidence. (Case 
57262 Atlantic City criminal court, Aug. 2tf« 
1922, M agistrate Paxson). 
In 1925 Daniel was again cited for a d u l­ 
tery in the divorce of H arry and Catherine 
Coroneos. (Court of com mon pleas, P h ila ­ 
delphia). 
Again on J u ly 22, 1930, Rev. Daniel was 
arrested for d runkenne ss in the District of 
Columbia and forfeited security. (District 
of Columbia police court case No. 930503) 
I his is one of the Greek advisers w hom 
General V aughan and the mysterious M a r a ­ 
gon steered into tho White House for Ilks 
with the unsuspecting 
and 
trusting 
Mr. 
T ru m a n while Rte vitally important “T r u ­ 
m an doctrine 
foi Greece was being f o rm ­ 
ulated. 
M eanwhile, M aragon stood so well with 
the White House that ho had had himself 
appointed as a special observer for the 
Greek elections, though ho w as finally fired 
from the job by I*.
